Sr. LOUIS GRAIN SPECULATORS CARRY OFF 
LARGE PROFITS FROM CHICAGO. 


Some of the Lucky Traders—How They Made 
Their Money in Wheat—St. Louls Bears 
Pluck the Chicago Bulls. 


ASt. Louisan who lately returned from Chi- 
cago, where he had been on business for sev- 
eral days, says the Chicago Board of Trade 
men are very sore over the amount of 
money the st. Louis chumps,’” as 
they call them, have carried off 
from that market, For some 
months past St. Louis grain speculators have 
been receiving large profits daily trim Chicago 
through their sales of wheatthere. The heavy 
decline in wheat found most of the home 
traders on the bear side. The more the price 
declined the more grain they sold. Some of 
them had immense lines sold all the way from 
the nineties down. Some of them 
took in profits of 2 and 30 
cents a bushel, and instances even of 40 cents 
profit were made. On the other hand, the 
Chicago crowd were principally on the bull 
side and got their fingers badly 
burned before they got out. A few, 
like Jack Oudahy, Norm Ream, and Nat 
Jones were sellers, but the latter speculator 
turned bull some time ago and is credited 
with having dropped a big slice of his profits 
on the long ‘side. That great specu- 
lator, Phil Armour, is eupposed to 
have lost several hundred thousand 
dollars through his purchases of wheat, a 
large part of which came to enrich the plucky 
and long- headed St. Louis bears. It is well 
known who were tie principal win- 
ners in this market, but how 
much they each took in is 


difficult to arrive at with any correctness. As 
usual the amounts are greatly exaggerated in 
the betting, but some of them have made snu 
fortunes. Ewald, John Kauffman an 
Moses Fraley are 
EACH CREDITED WITH $250,000 OR MORE PROFITS. 
John Kauffman was very bullien last 
earon the short crop of wheat, and be- 
ore he discovered that there was a little more 
in the world than he had counted on he 
lost enough money to worry him 
considerably. Fortunately for him, however, 
he turned bearish and finally became one of 
the most rampant bears in this market. Mr. 
Kauffman made all his losses back and 
added to his bank account some- 
thing in six figures. He is Still 
a bear on the situation and looks for 65 cents 
for wheat in St. Louis. J. OC. Ewald’s profits 
were very handsome, and if not a quarter 
million were in that neighborhood. All his 
firm’s—Fath,Ewald & Co.—customers who fol- 
lowed their advice made money. Amongthem 
quite a number of the St. Louis Club mem- 
bers, including N. Charles Chapman, A. E. 
Everett and others. Mr. Ewald has. called a 
halt in selling wheat for the present, thinkin 
it almost too low. Moses Fraley made enoug 
mone to take an European trip with 
hie family and still leave enough to 
live on comfortably for a month or so. On one 
little deal alone in Chicago he pulled out $50,- 
000, His partners—T. G. Bowman and T. W. 
Carter are far ahead of Chicago, besides what 
they gained here and in other markets. 
The profits of all these traders were not con- 
fined to Chicago and St. Louis, New York, To- 
ledo and other markets con- 
tributing to their exchegquers. ©. H. Al- 
bers, who sails from New York to-morrow, 
for Europe can count himself as worth $200,-

An English Nobleman’s Sad End. 


From thé London Telegraph. 

A very checkered and stormy career has just 
come to a close, news having reached the 
Princess Pignatelli at Biarritz that Lord 
Charies Hamilton, the only brother and heir of 
the Duke of Hamilton and Brandon, has just 
died upon the Riviera. Lord Charles, whose 
vagaries were the talk of Paris and the Ger- 
man spas some twenty years ago, finding it 
impossible to live in England, had for the last 
ten years orso made Biarritz his home, and 
although he had married some years ago the 
divorced wife ot M. Paskiewitch, a nephew of 
the notorious pacifier of Poland, this marriage 
would seem to have been invalid, as he was 
the accepted suitor of the Princess 
Pignatelli’s daughter. It was reported 
last year after Lord Charles had 
been received into the Roman Catholic 
Church that a marriage between him and 
Mile. Pignatelli had been celebrated, the 
church not regarding the previous marriage 
with a divorced woman as valid. This report 
would appear to have been incorrect, but at 
all events Mile. Pignatelli has nursed him 
through his illness, which commenced last 
August, with the utmost .devotion. Lord 
Oharies, who was fora short time in the 
Eleventh Hussars, and afterward served in the 
German army at the siege of Strassbourg in 
1870, Has lived a very bard life, and his consti- 
tution was so undermined that he could not 
long resist an attack of inflammation of the 
lungs. He would have died last summer from 
overdosing himssif with chloral and chloro- 
form to procure sleep but for the energetic 
intervention of Dr. Malpas, an English 
physician, whom his mother, the Dowager 
Duchess of Hamilton, had sent tosee him at 
Biarritz. Altogether his existence is a very sad 
one. 


History Repeating Itself. 
From the Chicago News. 

We see that Mr. R. B. Hayes of Ohio is being 
named as a possible candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination to the Presidency in 1888. His 
tory, they say, repeats itself, and it would be 
pleasant if the incident of Cincinnatus were to 
be repeated in the nineteenth century. 

Cincinnatus, it will be remembered, was at 
one time President de facto of the Roman 
Republic, having artfully obtained the govern- 
ment from Lucius Septimus Senex, an aged 
patrician and President de jure. The adminis- 
tration of Cincinnatus was uneventful, unless 
we except certain atrocities and frauds com- 
mitted in the Gallic provinces, at that time 
tributary to the Romans.

The Mayflower’s Trial Trip. 


By Telegraph to POST-DISPATCH. 

Boston, May 8B. I— South Boston yachtsmen 
were considerably excited this morning by the 
action of the crew of Gon. Payne’s new yacht, 
the Mayflower. They shook out the big main- 
sail and shortly after 9 o’clock Gen. Payne 
and a party of friends went aboard the boat. 
The mainsail jiband jib topsail were quickly 
spread, and under a westerly breeze the sloop 
on which so many hopes depend started 
on her trial trip. She moved easily 
and rapidly in the light air, proceeding 
for perhaps a half mile close hauled, 
before she entered the main channel. She 
minded her helm beautifully, and in the few 
maneuvers showed her ability to move quickly 
and readily. When the channel was reached 


she fell off before the wind and started down 
the bay. She made scarcely any swash under 
her lee and seemed to make no resistance to 
the water. Experienced yachtsmen who 
watched the Mayflower with eager 
eyes declared that there was 
lacking that springy, easy motion 
which characterizes her reat rival, 
the Puritan, but, nevertheless, the new sloop 
showed a clean pair of heels to a crowd of 
yachts following in her wake, distancing them 
without an effort.

OPPOSITION TO THE HENDRICKS ASSOCIA- 
TION TO BE BOTTLED UP. 


A Row in the Fourth Ward Precinct Club—A 
Scheme to Transfer the Control ef the Po- 
lice Department—How the Mayor Dodged 
Chris Ellerbe—The Senatorial Race—Gos- 
sip and Notes. 


The Fourth Ward Precinet Olub which is the 
legitimate successor of the famous dirty doz- 
en which controlled, or endeavored to con- 
trol the politics of the ward a few years ago, 
has placed iteelf on record as opposed to the 
Hendricks Association, and, in a 
resolution adopted at a meeting held 
last Tuesday night, declared war 
upon its larger and more successtul 
rival.

They claim further that the 
ciub has a membership of in the neighborhood 
of forty, and that fifteen do not by any means 
represent the sentiments of the 
organization. Whatever the true _ situ- 
ation may be, the fact remains 
that there isa great deal of dissatisfaction in 
the ward over the action of the club on last 
Tuesday night and the next meeting of the 
club promises to be a stormy one. 
POLICB DEPARTMENT LEGISLATION.

SOME FACTS CONCERNING THE IRON MOUN- 
TAIN ELEVATED ROAD BILL, 


Soap as an Aid to Legislation—To What Ex- 
tent Is It Being Used by the Premoters of 
This Bill?—Facts vs. Ed Devoy—The Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Ralroad's Con- 
nection with the Fight.

Since then, the reports have 
shown very clearly that the spirit of rebellion 
has been constantly growing and thatin case 
Mr. Gladstone’s Irish measure should become 
alaw, the danger ofa civil war in Ireland 
would be very great.
